scarce United States stamps in first class 
condition are in consistent demand and 
afford keen competition between large 
numbers of buyers. The sale of 755 
lots realized a total of $79,928.60 with 
no less than $45,598.70 going to the Y. 
Souren Co. of New York, who, as usual, 
walked away with practically every out- 
standing piece from the collection. 

The highlight of the sale was, of 
course, the mint block of the 2c Pan 
American with inverted center. This was 
the first time such a block has appeared 
in an auction sale and Souren acquired 
it for $10,000. It is one of the two 
known blocks, the other being in the 
collection of the late Colonel E. H. R. 
Green. Following are listed the prices

Famous American Educators 

















BOOKER T. WASHINGTON 


To stamp collectors, Booker T. Washington will be 
noted as the first of his race to be depicted on a U. S. 
stamp. He was born a slave on a plantation near Hale’s 
Ford, Franklin County, Va., April 5, 1856. After the 
Civil War he resided at Malden, W. Va., where he worked 
as a laborer in a salt furnace; later in a coal mine. 
first schooling was obtained at a night school in the 
course of much hardship in attempting to overcome the 
poverty and difficulties confronting a freedman. At the 
Hampton, Va., institute he studied from 1872 to 1875, 
earning his board by working as school janitor. 
Malden he taught school for two years and then, after 
some months of further study, was appointed instructor 
at Hampton in 1879, chiefly over a group of Indians. He 
inaugurated the night school there and was successful in 
the experiment in schooling Indians.

In 1881, the Ala- 





bama state legislature having appropriated $2,000.00 annually for salaries of in- 
structors, he was selected to establish a normal school at Tuskegee, which since has 
become, principally due to his efforts, the foremost negro educational institution in 
the world. From his tours in behalf of the school, he became known as an excellent 
speaker, both at religious and other meetings and spoke at many such, both in the 
northern as well as southern states. A reformer, he was practical in his beliefs and 
far-sighted. Honorary degrees were awarded him by Harvard and Dartmouth in 
the latter years of his life, and abroad he was received by royalty. Washington died 
at Tuskegee Institute, November 14, 1915. The first day sale of the new stamp 
will be formally celebrated at the Institute with the Postmaster General delivering 
the Founder’s Day address over the radio to nation-wide public meetings. These 
will stress pleas for racial tolerance and the fact that Washington’s success was in 
large measure due to his successfully enlisting the aid and sympathy of Southern 
whites, the Northern whites and his own people.

tion on the Department stamps. Almost 
without exception, the realization was 
from 80% to three or four times cata- 
logue value. The condition throughout 
this group was unusually fine. 

Sets of the Department issues with 
“Specimen” overprint sold at current 
figures rather low in comparison with 
catalogue values, but reflecting the limit- 
ed demand for these stamps despite 
their acknowledged rarity. The $10 and 
$20 State Department, two great rarities, 
each sold at $550, 10% over the cata- 
logue value, going to Ward. The com- 
plete set of “Specimen” stamps in im- 
perforate pairs went at $645 to an order 
bid. The Newspaper stamps were an 
unusually complete lot and were active- 
ly bid for. Prices in general were quite 
close to the catalogue value with a num- 
ber of items realizing considerably more 
than these quotations. 

The sale was well attended, with 
buyers from all parts of the country. 
Many New York dealers were present 
in person and practically every lot re- 
ceived spirited competition from the 
floor. Without exception, the sound, 
substantial stamps and blocks showed 
the great strength of the American mar- 
ket and, contrawise, the questionable, 
speculative material continued to show 
a limited demand. It is stated that the 
Philatelic Research Laboratories were 
given the opportunity to check on the 
great majority of the lots in this sale 
and Mr. Souren states that the favor- 
able reports rendered by them made it 
possible for him to acquire so many 
valuable pieces with full confidence in 
the correctness of their description and 
classification. Particular credit is due 
Mr. Klein for the dignified and com- 
petent manner in which the entire sale 
was handled. It was a credit to Ameri- 
can Philately and a complete verification 
of the opinion held by so many that the 
best and most substantial market for 
United States stamps is right here in 
our own country.

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Pony Express Stamp to be = Size 





The following official notice was issued | 
by the Post Office Department on March 
§. The stamp promised is a surprise as 
Washington correspondents had not an- 
ticipated such an issue. There have 
been requests for a Pony Express stamp 
for years:— 


Postmaster General James A. Farley 
announced March 16 that he has author- 
ized the issuance of a special commemo- 
rative postage stamp in the three-cent 
denomination in connection with the 80th 
anniversary of the inauguration of the 
Pony Express Service, which is to be 
celebrated on April 3, 1940. 

The new stamp, which is to be purple 
in color, will be placed on sale for the 
first time on April 3, at the St. Joseph, 
Missouri, and Sacramento, Calif., post 
offices, the former city marking the east- 
ern and the latter the western terminus 
of the Pony Express Service. 

Sacramento is also celebrating this 
year the 100th anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of historic Fort Sutter, which 
was set up on the site of what is now 
California’s capital city. 

Further details of the Pony Express 
stamp as to size, design and first day 
cover arrangements will be announced 
later by the Post Office Department. 





A notice of March 9th, contained the 
following additional data on the stamp: 


The new stamp will be 84/100 by 
1-44/100 inches in dimensions, arranged 
horizontally. it will be printed in purple 
by the rotary press and issued in sheets 
of 50. 

The central design will depict a 
mounted Pony Express rider leaving a 
relay station with a consignment of mail. 
In the foreground at the right will be 
the denomination designation in the form 
of a large numeral “3” with “Three 
Cents” below, in dark Roman lettering. 
In each upper corner will be a vertical 
panel with dark ground containing at 
the left a reproduction of a buffalo skull 
and a sheaf of wheat at the right in 
white. Immediately below will be the 
dates “1860” and “1940”, respectively, in 
dark lettering. In a horizontal panel with 
dark ground at the upper edge of the 
stamp will be the inscription “United 
States Postage” in white Gothic. In a 
similar panel at the lower edge of the 
stamp will be the wording “Pony Express 
80th Anniversary” in white Gothic. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day can- 
celations of the new stamp on April 3, 


may send a limited number of addressed | 


covers, not in excess of 10, to the post- 
masters at Saint Joseph, Missouri, and

stamps and the postmark. Envelopes 
should not be smaller than 3 by 6 inches. 
The use of large and irregularly shaped 
envelopes should be avoided. All cover | 
envelopes should either be sealed or sent 
with the flaps turnd in. Better cancela- 
tions will be provided if the envelopes 
contain medium-weight enclosures. 

Requests for uncanceled stamps must 
not be included with orders for first day 
“overs to the postmasters at the above 
offices. 

For the benefit of collectors desiring 
stamps of selected quality for philatelic 
use, the new stamp will be placed on sale 
at the Philatelic Agency, Washington, 
D. C., on April 4, 1940. To insure 
prompt shipment, mail orders to the 
Agency must exclude other varieties of 
stamps.

The cover received by Albert E. Talbott 
of Watertown, S. Dakota was sent him 
inside a government franked envelope 
with an insert stating postage had been 
paid at Pitcairn. Arthur Young, descend- 
ant of one of the “Bounty” mutineers 
autographed the cover. Pitcairn has no 
regular mail service, ships stopping pos- 
sibly two or three times a year. Stamps, 
when used, are usually New Zealand, 
but soon the island will have its own 
series.

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Jane Addams Stamp First Day 
At Hull House Post Office 





The first day sale, April 26, of the 10c 
Jane Addams stamp will be conducted at 
contract postal station No. 10 at Chicago, 
which is located in Hull House, 800 S. 
Halsted St. Miss Addams had 42 years 
ago petitioned for establishment of this 
station as a means of eliminating the 
money order racketeers who were vic- 
timizing the immigrants living in the 
slums around Hull House. Prior to open- 
ing of the station, the immigrants were 
frequently swindled by giving their funds 
to bogus money order agents for trans- 
mission to relatives abroad. 

Miss Addams was appointed postmas- 
ter of the station and held the post until 
her death, May 21, 1935. Hull House 
celebrates its golden jubilee of social set- 
tlement activities with a celebration this 
spring, postponed from last November 
in order that it might fall on the fifth 
anniversary of Miss Addams death. The 
House will sell cachets and folders for 
the event. 


Trans-Pacific Mails Sunk 


By the sinking near Japan on Jan. 27 
of the Philippine steamship Presidente 
Quezon which sailed from San Pedro, 
Calif. on Jan. 5, there were lost 200 sacks 
of regular mail from the U. S. in addi- 
tion to 258 sacks of parcel post and 47 
other sacks of regular mail which orig- 
inated in other countries. The mail was 
all destined for Chinese cities, including 
Marine Detachments at Slianghai, Peip- 
ing and Tientsin.

Last Series of Triumphal Arch 
Stamps Issued 





The third and final set of three stamps 
to commemorate the establishment of the 
Philippine Commonwealth and raise 
funds for erection of the commemorative 
triumphal arch were issued at Manila, 
Feb. 8. A first day cover at hand from 
Afran Stamp Co., Manila, bears regular 
Manila cancellation in green and green 
official cachet inscribed “COMMON- 
WEALTH OF THE PHILIPPINES 4th 
ANNIVERSARY — FIRST DAY COV- 
ES” around the coat of arms of the new 
state. The cachet is apparently the same 
one used last Nov. 15 when the first two 
series of three stamps were issued. The 
newest series, delayed due to change in 
design, depicts “President Quezon taking 
oath of office” and is copied from a re- 
lief design by Prof. Guillermo Tolentino 
in clay, which is to be used on the Tri- 
umphal Arch. It depicts Supreme Court 
Justice Ramon Avancena administering 
the oath of office. Denominations are 2c 
orange, 6c green and 12c purple, and we 
are indebted to the Afran Stamp Co. for 
also submitting a set of these. 


Roumanian Aviation Stamps 





Roumania in January was anticipating 
issuance of a series of semi-postal stamps 
depicting King Carol II in the uniform 
of an aviator, each stamp carrying a 
surtax for the aviation fund. This series 
combines the postal tax stamps and reg- 
ular postage. Two designs which differ 
only in the lettering are used for the 
8-stamp series.

Editor’s Notebook 


NET PRICES Oldest philatelic topic of 

discussion is probably 
that of whether catalogues should be 
priced on a net basis. Nothing much in 
the way of a change has ever been done 
about it and we don’t think we ever will 
see all catalogue prices net. The trouble 
is that we Americans worship “Discount.” 
The word has a magic quality and we 
like to buy things at a discount and do 
so, never stopping to wonder if after all 
we are not paying the proper price for 
the article. A 25c article sounds like a 
whale of a bargain when offered at 50c 
with a 50% discount, but few people stop 
to think it out. We have noticed too, 
that the same collectors demanding net 
priced catalogues are the same ones who 
shop around trying to buy stamps for less 
than the usual retail prices. It should 
be obvious then that if the Scott general 
catalogue were changed to the net price 
basis, that a large portion of the hobby 
would from lifetime habit of buying 
stamps at a discount go on trying to do 
so and force the sale of stamps at less 
than their proper prices.

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Even aside from the discount angle, 
there remains the question of how to se- 
lect a net price. It is easy to do this for 
recent issues and current issues, but can 
any group of collectors agree on the 
prices of older issues? The specialists in 
each country would think the estimates 
of general collectors too low; yet if prices 
were put on the specialists’ level they 
would be too high for the majority of 
collectors of stamps of that country, the 
general collector—who doesn’t think that 
a perf. 10 is worth twice a perf. 11 or 
that an aniline print is any better than 
the regular, even though the copies ex- 
isting are not in equal quantities. If 
prices were put at the specialist level, 
the general collectors would soon, by 
their lack of interest, force sales of those 
stamps at discounts. As it is now the 
older issues of many countries can be 
widely bought at 50% of the Scott cata- 
logue prices. A collector can form a very 
large collection on that basis, and be 
happy in doing so. The great god Dis- 
count is satisfied and the dealer is too. 
The stamps that cannot be sold at 50% 
discount cause the trouble. What dealer 
hasn’t grown hoarse and exasperated try- 
ing to convince a customer that there are 
stamps, many stamps, that can not be 
sold at 50% or even 25% off, and that 
some must be sold at full catalogue or 
more? The discount-worshipper thinks 
he is being charged a high price, which 
is not true. And so it goes, with the rea- 
sonable collector and dealer doing busi- 
ness together, and the collector who says 
he won’t pay more than 50% of catalogue 
for any stamp getting along with a good 
many blank spaces. 

As it is now, the catalogue price is in 
effect something like the denomination 
expressed on the stamps of New Hebrides. 
It’s a nominal figure, and actual selling 
price varies. If more collectors could 
but realize this, the hobby would be a 
great deal more satisfying to all con- 
cerned. 

To a certain extent it has been proven 
that net catalogues are practical. The 
KenMore catalogue, in company with the 
catalogues of other specialty dealers, have 
been successful because they are at the 
same time catalogues and retail price 
lists of those dealers. They know what 
their stock should be priced for and 
have a large enough group of customers 
convinced of the accuracy of knowledge. 
The Bureau Print collectors have issued 
net priced catalogues too with varying 
success, but in a specialty where so much 
of the business is done by collector-deal- 
ers, discounts have undermined the net 
prices to an annoying extent. Here too 
there is no unanimity regarding the prop- 
er prices of stamps and just adds evi- 
dence that the only person qualified to 
set a net price is a dealer who knows he 
must meet competition, satisfy his cus- 
tomers, and still make a fair profit. 
That’s when you arrive at net prices that 
are really net. 

But we doubt if any one dealer is 
capable of pricing the whole general cat-

BELGIUM—Bi-sect. Under authority dated 
August 31, 1939, bisection of the 6fr. on 
5.50fr. (Scott’s Q210), was permitted, so that 
half stamps could be used for the 8fr. rate 
on parcels to mobilized troops, on and after 
September 2, 1939. Just how long this practice 
was permitted is not known, but it could only 
have been for a few days until] the 8fr. on 
5.50fr., (noted by us November 18th) was 
issued. From this our readers can understand 
that the 3fr. on 5.50fr. was specially issued for 
use on parcels sent to the troops. The bi-sect 
mentioned above cannot legitimately come into 
hands of collectors until 1941. All Belgian 
parcel post stamps are stuck on the way-bills, 
and not on the parcels. The way-bills are 
retained by the authorities for two years and 
then put on sale for collectors.

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30c¢ Canal Zone Stamp Due 





On April 15, birthday anniversary of 
the late Sydney B. Williamson, the Canal 
Zone Bureau of Posts will issue a 30c 
stamp portraying him, to be the latest 
addition to the regular series. The stamp 
replaces the 30c 1923 U. S. overprinted, 
which was exhausted not long ago. The 
Balboa Heights post office will service 
first day covers and fill orders for mint 
stamps in the same manner as the Wash- 
ington philatelic agency of the U. S. 
postal service. Self - addressed covers 
with remittance to cover face value of 
stamps to be affixed may be sent the 
Balboa Heights office. 

Mr. Williamson was Division Engi- 
neer of the Pacific Division during part 
of the construction period of the Canal 
and was in charge of construction of 
locks at Pedro Miguel and Miraflores. 
His services covered the period of May 
10, 1907 to December 10, 1912. On the 
latter date he resigned and went to New 
York to engage in engineering and con- 
struction work. He died some years ago. 

Only one other stamp now remains to 
be issued of the Zone’s permanent series 
gradually being issued over a period of 
years. It will depict the late John F. 
Stevens, Chief Engineer of the Isthmian 
Canal Commission, who was Goethals 
predecessor as Chairman of the Com- 
mission. The denomination and time of 
this stamp is at present undetermined 
and it may not appear for months or 
years. 





Second Finest English Collection 
To Be Sold 





The second finest collection in Eng- 
land, valued at £154,000 (approximately 
$616,000) which has been lying for years 
in a London safe deposit box has been 
bought by Frank Godden, Ltd. and will 
be sold in the United States. Mr. God- 
den is quoted in the London Daily Mail 
of Feb. 14 as stating “The collection 
could easily be sold here, but the Board 
of Trade are naturally anxious that it 
should go to America so that the dollars 
can be spent on planes and shells. Iron- 
ically, it contains German stamps to the 
value of over £12,000.” The collection 
is the most valuable and largest in 
England to have been put on the mar- 
ket. Formed by the late David Bern- 
hard, it won more trophies and medals 
at international exhibitions than any 
other. One of the premier rarities in the 
collection is the Western Australia 4d 


1854-57 issue with inverted center, of |— 


which but eight copies are known to 
exist. Other rarities are from famous 
collections such as the Ferrari, Hind and 
others.

This at 
first glance would not seem to be so much 
of a task but after several months trying 
the collector admits that he never rea- 
lized the task would be so difficult. Trou- 
ble arises where least expected in the 
forming of such a collection. Many of 
the Capitals east of the Mississippi are 
as hard to locate as those west. Ken- 
tucky serves a surprise for most of the 
boys. Frankfort precancels are tough in 
any denomination and the Ic is not the 
easiest by far. Louisiana’s Baton Rouge 
is another toughie, so they sav. It is not 
impossible to form such a collection but 
you will have to be willing to do a lot of 
writing and searching if you ever intend 
to complete it. 


ADVANCE PAGES 

Advance pages of the new Part I cat- 
alog have been released but as yet the 
entire book has not appeared although 
promised for February. All will be for- 
given though, I feel, when collectors see 


what a real catalog has been produced. 
Let us check one page with the last re- 
leased catalog and see how it compares. 
Taking Ottumwa, Iowa, Type one, sim- 
ilar to U-79 we fiind exactly the same 
items listed with the NEW NET listings 
approximating one-half to three-fourths 
of the old discount listings. In the U-10 
most of which are the 1917-22 issue, we 
find something else though. Some items 
here are higher than the old discount 
prices while others are much less than 
50% under the old prices. We are a 
little bit afraid that some of these prices 
are still a little high and some of the 
boys for the show of the thing will still 
try to sell at discounts. It should be re- 
membered though that these prices are 
for good stamps, B or better condition, 
less than B condition merit discounts.

Stamps In The News 


Ex-President Hainisch Dies 


Dr. Michael Hainisch, ex-president of 
the Austrian republic died at his birth- 
place, Gloggnitz, Feb. 29. Dr. Hainisch, 
known as a writer on sociology, was 81. 
In 1928, his last year in the presidential 
chair, he was depicted on the semi-postal 
series issued that year to commemorate 
the tenth anniversary of the republic and 
to raise funds for war orphans and in- 
valids. Dr. Hainisch, a non-partisan, was 
elected President on Dec. 9, 1920 and 
advocated re-union with Germany but 
was prevented from making this a real- 
ity. His successor, Dr. Miklas, shown 
on the following year’s semi-postals, as 
strongly opposed union with Germany, 
particularly as the Nazi party became 
stronger.

In ths column I reported a short while 

ago that a New York state Postmaster 
T aneul that the printing of the Fa- 
mous Americans series would be limited 

and that there would be no reprinting. 
New York dealers at the time expressed 
disbelief of this statement. However, 
after a careful survey, I found that Post 
Offices here have been notified the origi- 
nal shipment they received will be all 
they will get, and were instructed 
not to place any requisitions for further 
supplies. This, of course, seems to con- 
frm the report made by the Postmaster. 





On dsplay here at the Collectors Club 
is the famed collection of Wharton Sink- 
ler, considered by many to be one of the 
finest collections of United States stamps.

It seems that some of the dealers here 
who stocked the Portuguese Colonies 
New York World’s Fair set in anticipa- 
tion of the set selling at a high price in 
the near future, couldn’t hold out any 
longer. The market has recently seen a 
quantity of this set appear at prices 
much lower than ever expected. The 
lowering of the price of this set, it is 
said by many dealers, is due to the

dumping by speculators and by dealers _ 


who had overstocked themselves. 





Advance information received from 
Salvador indicates that the issue com- 
memorating the 100th Anniversary of the 
Postage Stamp, featuring Rowland Hill, 
will be printed in very small quantity. 
The report also indicates that this par- 
ticular issue has been oversubscribed, 
which means that again dealers are hav- 
ing the misfortune of receiving only a 
portion of their order. 


A few wholesalers here have asked 
some of the South American countries 
who intend to print stamps honoring the 
Pan American Union to reconsider the 
quantities ordered printed. Some coun- 
tries have already announced that print- 
ings would be small. At present the 
American Bank Note Co., which will do 
most of the printing of these stamps, 
has already received orders to print only 
a few thousand sets of several issues. 


This action by the New York dealers 
is to be heartily commended as a step in 
the right direction. One of the first an- 
swers to this plea is the announcement 
by the Brazilian government that one 
million copies of a stamp of low denomi- 
nation will be issued and in the event 
that another million will be needed, these 
will also be printed.

I certainly get a lot of pleasure and profit 
out of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News. Your cur- 


rent issue received today and I notice under! 


the column “The Answer Is” that someone was 
asking about covers from “Tin Can Island” and 
“Pitcairn Island.’’ In the Oct. 24, 1936, Linn’s 
Weekly there appeared a leading article on Tin 
Can Mail and mentioned Mr. Walter E. Quin- 
sell as one of the few white inhabitants and 
having charge of all the mail handled to and 
from Niuafoou Island. 

I sent him an addressed envelope and a few 
of the Presidential stamps that were current at 
that time, and courteously requested him to re- 
turn my envelope. About six months afterward 
I received my envelope back with a beautiful 
2%4d Tonga stamp on it and postmarked both 
“Niuafoou, Tonga” and “Tin Can Mail.” It is 
also stamped on the face in large letters ‘‘Tin 
Can Mail—Niuafoou Island—Tonga” and also 
on the face is a cachet in the form of a shield 
bearing the inscription “Niuafoou Island, Ton- 
gan Islands, Despatched by Tin Can Mail.”? On 
the rear of the envelope there are six other 
stampings, English and native languages, and 
the ae “Walt. Geo. Quensell, T. 


I consider this one of the most treasured 
envelopes I possess. I also have an envelope I 
received from Richard Edward Christian, Chief 
Magistrate, Pitcairn Island, with a New Zealand 
stamp and Pitcairn Island postmark. I am only 
a novice at stamp collecting, but for a man 70 
years old I get quite a “kick” out of the hobby.

Pelican, Alaska 





We noted some weeks ago the estab- 
lishment of a new post office in Alaska 
named “Pelican.” Charles E. Strobel of 
Cleveland submits a copy of a letter 
from the postmaster which tells about 
the new office. The name originates from 
the motorship “Pelican” owned by Cap- 
tain Kalle Raatikainen who organized 
the Pelican Cold Storage Co., around 
whose plant now under construction the 
town is located. It is in the heart of the 
salmon and halibut fishing banks of 
Alaska on Chichagof Island, Alexandria 
Archipelago.

Advocates Gum Be Removed 





This is one term in philatelv, which for 
the good of the hobby must be aban- 
doned. As the possessor of fairly valu- 
able airmail and U. S. collections, and as 
a practical printer with a knowledge of 
ink, paper and gum; I know my mint 
collection is deteriorating at an unneces- 
sary rate, year by year. The gum is the 
cause. The irrational theory that O. G. 
adds value, is the reason. I want to soak 
my mint stamps. Will you? 


Wuy Gum Destroys STAMPS 


In the manufacturing processes of pro- 
ducing stamps, paper of various qualities 
are printed, engraved or lithographed. 
They are then pin-hole perforated or 
rouletted and gummed. Paper is one 
chemical compound; the gum another. 
Each possesses different qualities, partic- 
ularly different coefficients of expansion 
(proof, the curling of mint stamps) and 
different properties for collecting, absorb- 
ing and holding moisture (water vapor). 
These totally different qualities cause the 
gum to dry out, crack and deteriorate 
and since it is an adhesive it destroys the 
paper fibers in the process. Many valu- 
able stamps have been so ruined. In the 
many different climatic localities on the 
earth, this rate of deterioration varies. 
Many collectors and dealers know the 
risk involved in storing mint sheets and 
blocks. In addition to the deterioration 
mentioned, there is also the danger of 
adhesion—one sheet or block to another. 


Wuat Can BE DONE 


No individual collector, nor any one 
dealer, is going to soak his stamps... it 
must be a collective action. Then too, 
there will be some collectors and dealers 
who will obstinately ignore all warnings 
and refuse to soak their stamps. I pro- 
pose resolutions to be placed before the 
leading dealer and collector organizations 
of the world; the dealers pledging them- 
selves that in all their stamp transac- 
tions, no mention nor value be placed 
on O. G.; that the term O. G. be stricken 
from the list of terms used in philately; 
that the stamp clubs everywhere obtain 
pledges from their members to soak their 
mint stamps and to go on record that in 
any of their meetings or auctions, no 
mention of gum will be made, with this 
exception . . . all new collectors will be 
strongly urged and warned to soak their 
stamps. 

If the collectors of mint stamps do not 
heed this and other warnings which have 
appeared from time to time, our collec- 
tions will in time suffer and we’ll be 
looking with envy on the collectors of 
used stamps. I want to soak my stamps 
and I must have all other collectors and 
dealers join me, so that individually we 
all gain. There is no reason for delay, 
for day by day, year by year, our collec- 
tions and dealers stocks are deteriorating. 
Let’s have action.
